u follows 


Tho declaration filed in tho case af- 


firms that tome time in August last 
one Martin Myers purchased liquor of 
a saloon-keeper in tho city namcjd 
Frederick Muok, drank the sauio arjd 
d'iod from its effects. Now the widow 
of tho d«oeasod, Luzic Myers, brings 


against tho fialoon7keopor and tho. 


owner of tho building in which tho sa- 
loon was kept, to recover damages for 
tho "loss" (?) of her husband, claitning 
that by their action she has been de- 
prived of her only means of support. 
The, owner of tha building is Q,eo. P, 
Bay, and ho and Mack, tho saloon- 
keeper, arc sued jointly, tho plaintiff 
claiming $10,000 damages. The suit 
is brought under the fifth section of 
the" Temperance law, which purports to 
hold the licjuor vender and the land- 
lord responsible for the consequences of 
the traffic. 
A demurrer to tho decla- 


ration was presented, and thus the mat- 
ter cumo before the ooiirtfor a decision. 
Jud^o Troc delivered quite a lengthy 
opinion, to the^ effect that the declara- 
tion was defective, at least so far as it 
relates to tho owner ol' tho saloon 
building, 
The second section of the 


Temperance law specifies tho kinds of 
persons to whom liquors shall not bo 
sold—minors and persons who arc in- 
toxicated. Under tho laws of tho city 
and State, liquor selling was a legal 
traffic so long; as it was conducted in 
accordance with the legal regulations 
and restrictions thrown around it. The 
owner of a building had a perfect right 
to let his promises for &> saloon under 
tho supposition that tho business would 
bo carried on in a lawful manner. Tho 
declaration in, this case failed to show 
that tho liquor was sold to a person be- 
longing to either class interdicted by 
the second section of the law, but simply 
averred that it was bought and drank 
by tho nmn named. In this tho decla- 
ration was partly oroncous, hence the 
demurer WM sustained.-'- Chi. Jour.

TheChurches Yesterday. —Tho 


pleauant morning brought out full congre- 
gations at all the churches, but in the ev- 
ening tho menacing clouds Interfered some- 
what with church going. 


In tbo morning at tho First Methodist 


Church Her. N. P. Heath preached an ablo 
sermon from John 1, 1—C inclusive. In 
hit opening remarks ho assured bit con- 
gregation that bis sermon should not bo at 
lon'g In proportion as his text, 


'At Stapp's Chapel in the evening Rev. 


Dr. Stevenson preached, as ho bad pre- 
viously announced, upon the subject of 
Suicide, taking for his text tho words 
' 'Thou Bhalt not kill." Ho maintained that 
this command was just as certainly violated 
by the suicide as by tho murderer. Gavo 
some of tho causes which lead to tbo com- 
mission of the act, arguing that somo of 
these causes and tho reasonings which thoy 
involvo are such as indicate a tauo mind, 
and explode tho theory so generally accept- 
ed that all suicides are insane. 


These are the only sermons of which we 


have any report. So far as wo kuow Ibo 
other pulpits were filled by their regular 
pastors, and as before stated tho congrega- 
tions wore generally large, 


Decapitation.—.Last Saturday, as 


tho passenger tiain coming west reached 
tho Vormllllou Bridge at Danville, the en- 
gineer observed two men climbing about in 
tho trestle work. lie slackened tho speed 
of tho train, but just as be approached tho 
place where they were ono of them raised 
himself above tbo level of the bridge and 
deliberately laid hie nock upon tho rail. It 
was then too late to stop, aud tho .wheels 
passed over tho unfortunate man's nock, 
completely severing the head from the 
body, tbo former falling into the river and 
tho latter catching iu tbo frame work of 
the bridge. Tho train was then stopped 
and tho other man interrogated, from whom 
it was ascertained that the deceased Jived 
Bomewhero oast of Danville, and that both 
were under tho influence of liquor to such 
a degree that thoy had been crawling about 
the bridge without any apparent purpose. 


Shooting Affray in Sprlngflela. 


—The State Journal of thlt dale brings 
intelligence of a tbootlng affray which oc- 
curred in that city on Saturday, resulting 
in both murder and suleldo, Tho parties 
to this fatal affray woro ono Taylor, a man 
'of mixed blood (Indian and negro), and a 
colored man* by the name of Brown. It 
seems tbat'tbete parties were engaged in a 
quarrel, when Taylor tbot Brown lu tbo 
breast with a shot-gun, killing him instant- 
ly. Taylor then fled to tho Holds, with a 
double-barreled shot gun In his band, and 
discovering tho officers in purtuit of him, 
and seeing that escape was Impossible, ho 
loaned ovor the muzzlo of bit gun and fired, 
tending tho contents through bis body In 
tbo region of the heart. Ho lived three or 
four hours and was couscious to tho last, 
making a confession to tho Coroner under 
oath, aud giving his reason for committing 
tho bloody deed.
